COLLECTION PROGRAMS AND ACTIVITIES 

I. Graphics Register has extracted 596 still color 
photographs from the Chieom film covering its three atomic 
explosions ((euphemistically titled "The Great Victory of 
Mao Tse-tung°6 Thought"). These photographs are available 
for use in the Photo Branch, Rm. IE 4808 , Ext. 7868. The 
Photo Branch also has over 300 valuable photographs >'f Red 
Guard activities, including such acts as religious desecrations, 
name changing, posters, Kangaroo courts, PLA in action, etc. 
Incidental ly, the Photo Branch has a work aid, "Guidance and 
General Requirements for Photographs of China," C SECRET, 
C-GR7-5321 1) . It is in two parts, part l being general 
requirements organised by subject. Part 2 gives collection 
needs along principal transportation routes (rail, air, 
waterways, roads) which would be most I ike 1 y open for 
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that only 9 Issues of Chinese 
language journals published on the mainland in 1967 have 
been received (5 issues of Hung-ch°i (Red Flag). 2 issues 
of Jen-min Hua -pao (People 9 a Pic torTm 1 ) , one issue each of 
Cfaich- fang-ch uug 7m~pao (PLA Pictorial) and Wu~hsien~tien 
inaaioj.j Two Peking newspapers are being regular ly 
received, a few scattered issues of provincial newspapers, 
and up to the present, about 600 issues of Red Guard 
newspapers , plus some miscellaneous handbills and \u\ 1 iposters 
Priority attention is being given to these Red Guard sources 
both In Washington and Hong Kong, 



6. A Chinese Communist atlas published for the "Red 
Guards" and dated December, 1966, has been obtained by the 
map Library o it contains provincial maps which show 
greater detail than atlases previously received. The Map 
Library is having a number of photo-copies made; they will 
if on loaa '* 'S’ 1 *© Map Library also has available 

Provincial Atlas of Mainland China published bv the 
Chinese Rations lisTs 19667 This”Is a slightly re-edited 
version of the 1964 Chinese Communist atlas of the same title 
xhe original map plates are reproduced in color as they 
were in the original, but the page size has been enlarged 
to 10 x 15 inches which makes them much more readable. 

The text pages have also been reproduced from the original 
plates, but certain phrases such as "bandit Chiang" have 
been X d out. A full translation of the text pages was 
published in JPR8 ; 27,071, 27 October 1964, from the 

original Chicora text. 
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7. The first two films of a series of motion pictures, 
"IJp the Yangtze" , produced in 1966 by the film subsidiary 
of the Japanese newspapers Asabi Shtmbun, are available for 
viewing or loan in Graphics HegisteF'Wi's Branch *7407} . 
They include, inter alia, sequences on heavy industry, 
Chemical plants , new housing , militia training, etc. Sound 
track is Japanese, but an English script has been prepared.
